Welding Tortoise Shell. 

Mr. R. Lydekker, the English natu- 
ralist, says that torteise shell, which 
is made from the horny skin overlying 
the bany case of most species of tur- 
tles, possesses the property of welding 
so perfectly that no trace of junction 
is visible. Two plates to be united 
have their adjacent edges beveled in 
opposite directions and are then 
squeezed in a metal press, under the 
action of boiling water. Imitation tor- 
toise shell is made by painting horn 
with a paste of lime litharge and soda, 
which is rubbed off after drying, This 
process leaves dark spots of lead sul- 
phide in the hern, resembling the mot: 
tling of real tortoise shell.

Crude petroleum is now used to lay 
the dust on some of the railway lines 
in New Jersey. The New York Central 
authorities will make an experiment to 
test the efficacy of oil in laying dust. It 
is said in favor of oil for the purpose 
named that it keeps the dust down, 
preserves the ties and destroys vegeta- 
tion. It might be a good thing—and 
good things are always acceptable—for 
Ann Arbor’s council and board of pub- 
lic works to investigate the virtues of 
erude petroleum and then use it to lay 
the dust of our streets—if they object 
to the use of water.

E. Dowe, president of the Commercial 


Travelers’ National League, before the. 


Industrial Commission, the formation 
of trusts in this country will result, 
basing estimates on what is alrealy 
Known, in the loss of employment by 
35,000 commercial travelers and a Te: 
duction of the pay of 25,000 more; the 
railroads will lose $21,000,000 and the 
hotels $28.000,000. Mr. Dowe also tesii- 
fied that the following trusts had ma- 
terially increased the price of the goods 


they control: The Iron Pipe, Tin and 


Enameled Ware, Brass Goods, Chairs, 
Rubber Shoes, Tin Plate, White Paper, 
Common Soap, Flint Glass Botts, 
Clocks, all metal goods, Brushes, 
Combs and Ribbon. This information, 
Mr. Dowe said, had been obtained from 
ecommercial travelers” in the lines 
named. The English are taking advan- 
tage of the existing pleasant relations 
between them and the Americans to 
improve the commercial relations be- 
tween some of their colonies and the 
narkets of the United States. A reci- 
procity treaty between the United 
States and the British colony of Barba- 
does has been signed, one with British 
Giana almost completed, negotiations 
began for one with Jamaica, and a 
commission from Bermuda is on the 
way to Washington. The Dingl2y law, 


under which these treaties are rego- 


tiated, provide that, in addition to be- 
ing ratified by the senate, they shall be 
approved by the House before becom- 
ing effective. This is unusual provision, 
but it makes it certain that no treaty 


“will go into force that does not give 


equal advantages to both sides.

Mr. Cudebeck went on the stand and 
swore that while engaged in his work 
on the railroad he was so seriously in- 
jured that his life was despaired of, and 
in fact his physicians advised him that 
if he had any of his property matters 
to settle up he had better do so as he 
could not live much longer, He had 


$4,800 din mortgages and $80 Qin the- 


bank. The money was held jointly by 
them, but he transferred the mort- 
gages to his wife. 

After he got well he had an under- 
standing with his wife that the trans- 
fers of the mortgages were to remain 
in the house as long as he was in the 
dangerous business of railroading, so 
that if he met with a fatal accident the 
estate would not have to go, through 
the probate court. Then if he quit 
railroading at any time the papers were 
to be destroyed. 

It developed, however, that Mrs. 
Cudebeck last summer recorded the 


mortgages made over to her and trans- 
ferred them to a third party for a con- 
sideration. She also drew out the joint 
money in the bank and placed it to 
her individual credit. Then on Oct. 
27 last she took all the household fur- 
niture she could and deserted him. 

Judge Kinne, in granting him a di- 
vorce, decided that under the law these 
acts constituted cruelty. 

The law is evidently right.

EXERCISES. 


LISTENED TO A FINE LECTURE BY 
DR, VAUGHAR,

The senior medics held forth this 
morning in the lower lecture room of 
lithe medical buildin They Were true 
to the cha cieni cf their depart- 
ment, ae even at the last meeting of 
the class preferred to hear a technical 
lecture rather than indul:se in the er- 
dinary program of class cay exercises. 
They claim, however, that it is a lack 
of time which prevented them from ar- 
ranging class day exercises, but that 
to have something of the semblance of 
them and to get the class together cnce 
more, a lecture by Dr, Vaughan was ar- 
ranged, 

Dr, Vaughan took as his subject ‘“Cel- 
lular Education and the Continuity of 
Life,’ He spoke of the progress of 
scientific thought in regard to the rela- 
tion between cellular development and 
life. He began his address with the 
familiar quotation with him, “Man is 
a bundle of habits, and fortunate is the 
man whose habits are his friends.” 
“When I am asked,” he said, “when the 
education of a child should begin, I an- 
‘with its grandparents.’’’ Con- 
tinuing, he said in part: 

“One of the many sclentific achieve- 
ments of the latter half of the present 
century is the overthrow of the doc- 
trine of spontaneous generation. The 
principle that all life proceeds from life 
seems to be an established fact. By 
this I mean that under the present 
conditions of matter there is no such 


thing as spontaneous generation; 
least no such a phenomenon is demon- 
strable. This, of course, does not an- 
swer the question as to whether, under 
some past condition of matter, spon- 
taneous generation did or did not oc- 
cur. For my own part, spontaneous 
generation is a logical necessity. When 
I state that for me spontaneous genera- 
tion is a logical necessity, I mean the 
coming into existence of some living 
thing, the endowment of a given bit of 
matter with life, without the existence 
of a preceding bit of matter also en- 
dowed with life, and having a casual 
relationship to the one in question. It 
means that some one bit of matter was 
the first to be endowed with life. 
“The question is sometimes asked: 
Are there any discoverable iaws or 
principles that determine the average 
duration of life? The relation between 
aes and longevity is known to be soa 
ariable as to be worthless for the pur- 
cae of discovering any general prin- 
ciple. It is true that the elephant may 
live for two centuries or more, while 
the maximum life of a dog is about 20 
years, but that of the cray-fish is as 
great. When we consider the influence 
of size in man upon longevity, we find 
that both the over-sized and the under-

A man named Adams has been inves- 
tigating the mysteries of the pyramids 
and monuments of Egypt, and has 
found the phrase ‘Hip-hip-hurrah’’ 
among the early hieroglyphics of that 
country. The only consolation deriv- 
able from this remarkable discovery, 
the London Telegraph observes, ‘is the 
argument that may reasonably be de- 
duced that the presence of these Brit- 
ish words among the etymological 
treasures of Pharaoh land give us a 
priori right to the whole of the Nile 
valley.” And this theory is strength- 
ened by the fact that, according to Mr. 
Adams, the hieroglyphic ‘“Hip-hip 
hurrah”? means, when translated, “On, 
on, to plunder.”

He was, ot 
course, then simply Monsignor Pecci, 
and his name is only briefly mentioned 
in the papers of the period.

INTERESTING GASE, 


Justice Childs’ office this morning 
was the witness of an interesting scene, 
in which the principals were strangers 
to the court room habitues, but the de- 
velopment of the case nevertheless 
aroused considerable interest. 

A tall, well-dressed stranger of per- 
haps 60 years of age has been observed 
about the city for the past few days 
engaged in soliciting orders for a num-

INTERESTING CASE. 


Justice Childs’ office this morning 
was the witness of an interesting scene, 
in which the principals were strangers 
to the court room habitues, but the de- 
velopment of the case nevertheless 
aroused considerable interest. 

A tall, well-dressed stranger of per- 
haps 60 years of age has been observed 
about the city for the past few days 
engaged in soliciting orders for a num- 
ber of works handled by the Scribner 
Publishing Co., and yesterday Marshal 
Warner received instructions from the 
firm’s Detroit representative that the 
said gentleman was to be placed in 
custody on the charge of having ob- 
tained money from them under false 
pretenses. 

On the 22d of May, Jackson De Yung, 
for such is the name given by the pris- 
oner, applied to general agent William 
Madison of the company for employ- 
ment, and was asigned to a crew of 
solicitors who are about to make a tour 
of the United States.

The defendant, 
in his reply, admitted that the orders 
were ficticious, but said that no money 
had been given in consequence, the 
sums mentioned being simply friendly 
loans. The case was going rather hard 
against De Yung notwithstanding his 
glib tongue, when it was discovered 
by the court that the payment of the 
sums specfied in the complaint had 
taken place at Detroit, a fact which 
at once threw the case out of the Ypsi- 
lanti court. Mr. Madison left at once 
for Detroi tto secure a- warrant from 
that place and with protestations of his 
intention of remaining in the city until 
his returne De Yung wandered up the 
street and disappeared around the cor- 
ner. 

When seen by a reporter De Yung 
gave confiicting stories of himself and 
talked long without giving much in- 
formation. He claims to be the brother 
of M. H. De Yung, who he says is the 
editor of the San Francisco Chronicle.
